Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Municipal  Borough  during  the  year  1937. 
1 took  office  at  the  beginning  of  July,  1937,  so  that  any  credit  for  the 
work  by  the  Health  Department  must  properly  be  shared  with  my 
predecessor,  Dr.  Hay. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  satisfactory ; the  Death  Rate 
( 1 0*42)  being  lower  than  last  year,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
Death  Rate  figure  for  Cleethorpes  has  decreased  during  1937,  whereas 
the  Death  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  namely  1 2*4,  has 
increased. 

The  Birth  Rate  (14’85)  is  also  moving  in  the  right  direction,  for  an 
increase  is  shewn  as  compared  with  that  of  last  year,  and  it  is  practically 
identical  with  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  show  an  increase  of  three  on  the  number  of 
deaths  which  occurred  last  year  from  this  disease.  The  incidence  of 
Infectious  Disease  has  decreased,  thus  maintaining  the  steady  decrease 
of  these  cases  which  has  been  noted  for  the  past  three  years. 
Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  cases  are  reduced  by  four  and  twelve 
respectively,  and  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  86%  were  nursed  at  home. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  any  epidemic  of  Infectious  Disease  it  has  been 
unnecessary  to  close  any  schools. 

The  willing  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  has  been  of 
particular  assistance  by  early  notification  of  the  presence  of  infectious 
disease  and  a willingness  to  avail  themselves  of  diagnostic  and  thera- 
peutic facilities  provided  by  the  Health  Department.  For  this  I wish 
to  express  my  appreciation. 
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There  is  practically  no  demand  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 
This  is  a matter  of  some  concern,  for  there  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  a 
steadily  increasing  population  of  susceptible  children.  An  attempt  will 
be  made  to  rectify  this  by  means  of  a vigorous  campaign  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  public  to  the  benefits  to  be  obtained  from  this  prophy- 
lactic measure. 

The  few  instances  of  “ Overcrowding  ” in  the  Borough  have  been 
investigated  ; the  result  of  this  has  been  to  reduce  the  number  to  Five. 
These  will  continue  to  receive  attention  until  the  conditions  are  rectified. 

To  the  Clerk  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Lindsey 
County  Council,  the  Town  Clerk  and  Borough  Surveyor  of  Cleethorpes 
and  my  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  I tender  my  acknowledgements  and 
thanks  for  information  they  have  supplied  which  is  incorporated  in  this 
Report. 

To  Aid.  E.  Houghton,  J.P.,  C.C.,  the  Chairman,  and  to  the 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  1 express  my  gratitude  for  the 
support  and  consideration  accorded  to  me  at  all  times.

Non-infectious  and  accident  cases 
may  be  removed  by  the  Borough  Council’s  Ambulance,  when  a charge  is 
made  according  to  mileage. 

(c)  Nursing  at  Home. 

The  Borough  provide  the  services  of  a nurse  for  selected  cases  of 
Infectious  Diseases  (including  Pneumonia)  which  for  special  reasons  may 
be  required  to  be  nursed  at  home. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  provide  the  services  of  a nurse  for 
cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  to  be  nursed  at  home,  when  requested 
by  General  Practitioners.

Extra  collections  of  refuse  were  carried  out  at 
the  various  premises  on  the  Promenade  during  July  and  August. 

The  cleansing  of  pail  closets  was  undertaken  weekly  at  22  houses 
in  the  Humberston  area. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  Camping  Ground  in  North  Sea 
Lane  during  the  season  and  frequent  collections  of  refuse  and  cleansing  of 
pail  closets  were  carried  out  to  meet  requirements. 

Five  motor  vehicles  owned  by  the  Corporation  were  employed  on 
refuse  collection  and  seventeen  men  employed  as  collectors.  Additional 
labour  and  transport  were  engaged  as  required. 

5297  loads  of  the  collected  refuse  were  weighed  at  the  Depot

Trade  Refuse. 

The  quantity  of  trade  refuse  is  limited  when  the  collection  is  carried 
out  by  the  Corporation  free  of  charge. 

Excess  quantities  are  subject  to  a charge  at  the  rate  of  threepence 
per  bin,  and  £ 1 8 18s.  6d.  was  received  for  such  collections  during  the  year. 
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Trade  refuse  estimated  at  299  tons  was  also  brought  by  local 
tradesmen  to  the  destructor.  This  was  an  increase  on  previous  years, 
mainly  on  account  of  the  refuse  brought  from  business  premises  on  the 
promenade.  No  charge  was  made  for  disposing  of  the  refuse. 

Garden  Refuse. 

A considerable  quantity  of  grass  and  garden  litter  was  collected 
along  with  house  refuse  and  a large  amount  was  also  brought  to  the 
depot. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  7085  tons  of  collected  house  and  trade  refuse  were  disposed  of 
as  follows  :

2000  tons  to  Humberston  Land. 

40  tons  to  Farmland. 

1 80  loads  of  departmental  refuse  estimated  at  90  tons  brought  to  the 
Destructor  were  dealt  with.  This  was  an  increase  on  previous  years. 

283  dogs,  131  cats  and  2294  rats  were  burnt  in  the  Destructor. 
1 1 8 of  the  dogs  were  received  from  the  County  Police.  The  rats  were 
received  from  the  Council’s  ratcatcher. 

Ash  and  clinker  estimated  at  680  tons  were  deposited  in  the  Depot 

Pit. 

Refuse  was  taken  to  Humberston  Land  from  the  1st  April  to  the 
8th  May,  and  from  the  1 2th  October  to  the  3 1 st  March,  and  was  disposed 
of  by  Controlled  Tipping  with  a sufficient  covering  of  sand  and  ash. 
255  tons  of  ash  was  used  for  this  purpose.  4872  square  yards  of  land 
adjoining  the  Marine  Walk  have  been  levelled. 

A four  cell  Destructor  with  a refuse  Screening  Plant  comprise  the 
Disposal  Works.  Repairs  and  various  works  were  carried  out  to  keep 
the  two  plants  in  a good  state  of  repair  throughout  the  year.  Extensive 
tube  renewals  were  carried  out  to  one  boiler. 

Seven  men  were  employed  on  refuse  disposal  work  and  extra  labour 
was  engaged  as  required  to  cope  with  additional  refuse.

During  the 
Season,  passages  in  the  centre  of  the  town  received  attention  twice  weekly 
in  consequence  of  the  large  amount  of  litter. 

The  cost  of  this  work  for  the  year  was  £ 1 25. 

Public  Conveniences. 

The  Public  Conveniences  of  the  Corporation  total  29.  Twelve  of 
these  are  for  ladies  and  i 7 for  gentlemen.  Eleven  of  the  conveniences 
provide  washing  accommodation.  1 otal  number  of  W.C.’s  102. 
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Thirteen  of  the  conveniences  are  under  the  control  of  the  Cleansing 
Department  and  many  inspections  were  made  as  to  cleanliness  and  general 
conditions.  One  man  was  employed,  apart  from  seasonal  periods, 
in  the  daily  cleansing  of  the  various  premises  and  the  carrying  out  of 
repairs.  During  the  season  9 attendants  are  employed  and  additional 
labour  as  required. 

Depot  Weighbridge. 

The  Corporation  has  a 20  ton  weighbridge  at  the  Poplar  Road 
Depot.  The  weighbridge  is  for  Public  and  Departmental  use.  The  duties 
in  connection  with  the  weigh-office  are  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the 
Cleansing  Department. 

The  receipts  for  Public  Weighings  amounted  to  £6  16s.  5d.

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  Corporation  possess  one  Swimming  Pool.  This  large  pool  of 
2,000,000  gallons  capacity  attracts  a large  number  of  bathers  during 
the  season  May — September.  The  continuous  filtration  plant  is  very 
satisfactory.  Chlorination  of  the  water  is  employed  for  purification 
purposes  and  the  purity  of  the  water  is  controlled  by  sampling  and 
examination  by  an  independent  analyst. 

The  Borough  Council  have  under  consideration  at  the  present  time 
a proposed  Physical  Fitness  and  Youth  Centre  of  a comprehensive 
character. 

The  suggested  site  of  this  centre  is  at  the  corner  of  Clee  Road  and 
Grimsby  Road,  on  land  which  is  at  present  vacant  and  which  is 
approximately  one  acre  in  extent.  The  site  is  almost  exactly  in  the 
centre  of  the  developed  area  of  Cleethorpes,  adjoins  the  Sussex  Recrea- 
tion Ground,  and  is  well  served  by  transport  and  all  other  public  services. 
The  land  is  at  present  in  the  ownership  of  the  Sidney  Sussex  College, 
who  have  generously  offered  it  to  the  Council  on  very  advantageous  terms. 

It  is  intended  to  utilise  this  site  and  a small  portion  of  the  Sussex 
Recreation  Ground  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  three  units  : 
namely,  a Covered  Swimming  Pool,  a Social  Centre  and  a Gymnasium. 

The  lay-out  is  planned  in  such  a manner  that  the  Social  Centre 
abuts  on  the  Grimsby  Road  frontage,  the  Gymnasium  on  the  Clee  Road 
frontage,  and  the  Covered  Swimming  Pool  at  the  rear  of  the  above  two 
buildings,  with  an  attractive  central  entrance  from  the  intersection  of  the 
of  the  two  roads. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

One  Council  house  and  19  other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested 
With  bed  bugs  during  the  year  and  disinfestation  by  fumigation  and 
spraying  was  carried  out  in  each  case. 

In  many  instances  the  owner  or  occupier  was  advised  to  strip  and 
carefully  remove  and  burn  all  wall  paper.  All  removable  woodwork  such 
as  mouldings,  architraves  and  skirtings  were  eased  or  entirely  removed 
and  the  room  thoroughly  sprayed  prior  to  fumigation.  The  infestations 
were  generally  of  a mild  character  but  upon  subsequent  re-inspections  it 
was  deemed  advisable  to  again  carry  out  fumigation  and  spraying 
in  some  of  the  houses. 

Investigations  were  made  regarding  the  possible  infestation  of  furni- 
ture and  other  belongings  of  incoming  tenants  to  Council  houses  and  in  no 
case  was  in  found  necessary  to  carry  out  disinfestation. 

The  actual  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Department  but  the  removal  and  replacement  of  all  woodwork,  etc.,  is 
carried  out  by  the  owner  or  occupier. 

Several  of  the  dwelling  houses  which  have  been  subjected  to 
fumigation  are  frequently  re-visited  and  the  owners  and  occupiers  advised 

thereon. 
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4.  School  Medical  Services. 

Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  acts  as  Assistant 
School  Medical  Officer  to  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

1 am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  per- 
mission to  include  the  following  details. 

The  hygienic  conditions  of  the  schools  in  the  Borough  are  satisfactory, 
The  schools  are  inspected  twice  yearly  and  all  defects  reported  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  consumption  of  milk  in  schools  has  increased  considerably 
since  teachers  commenced  to  recommend  certain  children  for  a supply  of 
free  milk. 

A marked  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  children  in  re- 
ceipt of  milk  daily  is  seen  practically  without  exception. 

There  is  no  Open  Air  School  and  there  are  no  Nursing  Schools  or 
Nursery  Classes  for  children  under  5 years  of  age  in  the  Borough.

Section  F — 1 Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious  and 

other  Diseases. 

(1)  Infectious  Disease. 

The  prevalence  of  Infectious  Disease  decreased  during  1937.  A 
total  of  185  notifications  of  infectious  disease  as  compared  with  193  in 

1936. 

Scarlet  Fever  : 

This  disease  continues  to  be  of  a mild  uncomplicated  type,  49  cases 
occurred,  seven  of  which  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Diphtheria: 

18  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  1937  against  22  in  1936.  The 
disease  was  the  “ Mitis  ” type.  One  death  occurred  out  of  the  18  cases, 
delay  in  sending  for  the  doctor  is  still  prevalent  and  too  much  stress  can- 
not be  placed  on  early  diagnosis  and  adequate  treatment  of  this  disease. 

Serules  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  are  kept  at  the  Health  Office  and 
supplied  free  on  demand  to  Private  Medical  Practitioners. 

Sterile  throat  and  nose  swabs  are  also  supplied  and  1 1 3 have  been 
sent  to  the  Health  Office  for  culture  and  bacteriological  examination. 

Immunisation  is  available  for  this  disease  but  there  is  a deplorable 
lack  of  parents  taking  advantage  of  this  excellent  prophylactic  measure 
for  their  children. 

Small  Pox. 

No  cases  occurred  in  1937. 

Chicken  Pox. 

The  prevalence  of  this  disease  decreased  in  1937  as  compared  with 
1936.  66  cases  were  notified,  all  being  of  a very  mild  type. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Four  cases  notified ; three  were  attended  by  the  County  Council 
Infectious  Diseases  Nurse,  in  one  case  all  facilities  for  treatment  were 
available. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Three  cases  notified.  In  one  case  the  County  Council  Infectious 
Diseases  Nurse  attended.  In  two  cases  all  facilities  for  treatment  were 
available. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

One  case  notified,  which  was  removed  to  hospital.

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CLEETHORPES  TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARY. 

This  Dispensary  is  conducted  by  your  Medical  Officer  in  his  capacity  of  Assistant 
County  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  serves  an  area  comprising  the  Borough  of  C leethorpes, 
the  Rural  District  of  Grimsby  and  part  of  the  Rural  District  of  Louth. 

During  the  year  1937,  63  new  cases  attended  the  Dispensary  of  which  32  were 
definitely  tuberculous,  13  not  tuberculous  and  in  18  the  diagnosis  was  not  completed. 
Eight  cases  were  written  off  as  "recovered  , 21  others  were  removed  as  having  trans- 
ferred to  other  areas  or  having  been  lost  sight  of,  leaving  201  cases  remaining  on  the 
Dispensary  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  total  individual  attendances  numbered  506.

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Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee. 

An  occupational  centre  with  a workshop  in  St.  Hugh’s  Avenue  is 
maintained  by  this  voluntary  Committee  ; in  addition  this  Committee 
make  grants  toward  the  supply  of  extra  nourishment  in  necessitous  cases. 

An  annual  grant  is  made  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council  to  augment 
the  funds  available  for  these  purposes. 

The  work  done  by  the  association  is  of  an  invaluable  nature,  the 
workshop  providing  a means  to  utilise  the  lessened  working  capabilities  of 
selected  cases. 

There  is  a ready  sale  for  their  productions  and  the  business  done 
has  shown  a steady  increase  during  1937. 


Disinfections. 

After  the  recovery  or  removal  of  a patient  suffering  from  an  Infectious 
Disease,  the  house,  bedding  and  clothing  are  disinfected. 

In  some  cases  articles  are  destroyed  by  burning,  in  lieu  of  being 
disinfected.

PREVAILING  at  CLEETHORPES 
DURING  1937.

Report  on  the  Meteorological  Conditions  prevailing 
at  Cleethorpes  during  1937. 

(Mr.  L.  W.  Pye,  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor) 

The  most  striking  characteristics  of  the  weather  conditions  prevailing 
during  1937  were  the  poor  sunshine  records  throughout  almost  every 
month,  and  the  very  heavy  rainfall. 

During  the  year  1284.7  hours  of  bright  sunshine  were  recorded  at 
the  Meteorological  Station  on  the  Kingsway,  which  shows  a fall  of 
approximately  230  hours  from  the  amount  registered  in  1936.  The 
average  since  1921  is  1470  hours  and  the  1937  total  of  1284.7  hours  is 
the  lowest  recorded  at  this  station  since  1923,  when  the  total  sunshine 
was  1 103.0  hours.  Comparing  the  monthly  totals  with  those  of  last  year 
it  is  noticed  that  the  great  drop  in  sunshine  is  accounted  for  chiefly  in  the 
months  of  April,  July,  August  and  October  ; April  having  the  remark- 
able fall  of  110  hours  as  compared  with  April,  1936. 

The  rainfall  during  1 937  totalled  28  inches,  and  is  half  an  inch 
higher  than  1936  and  4.23  inches  higher  than  the  average  of  23.75 
taken  over  the  last  28  years.  A satisfactory  feature  of  the  rainfall,  how- 
ever, was  that  only  5.46  inches  of  rain  fell  during  the  holiday  months  of 
June,  July,  August  and  September,  as  compared  with  10.34  inches  over 
the  same  period  in  1 936.  As  regards  rainfall  the  year  finished  in  a very 
humid  condition,  rain  falling  on  every  day  but  one  during  December, 
giving  the  heaviest  monthly  total  of  3.79  inches  registered  during  1937. 
The  heaviest  fall  on  any  single  day  was  experienced  on  the  15th  July, 
when  1 .68  inches  of  rain  fell  during  the  24  hours,  the  bulk  of  it  falling 
in  two  hours. 

As  regards  temperature,  no  great  extremes  were  experienced  during 
1937.  The  average  maximum  shade  temperature  was  54.9  F.  against 
53.9  F.  for  1936,  and  55.4  F.  for  1935.  The  average  maximum  shade 
temperature  during  the  summer  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  Sep- 
tember wasl66.5  F.  and  the  average  minimum  shade  temperature  52.3  F. 
as  compared  with  66.1  F.  and  53.1  F.  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
1936.  The  peak  shade  temperature  for  the  year  of  82  F.  was  recorded 
on  the  6th  August,  and  the  lowest  minimum  shade  temperature  of  25  F. 
was  recorded  on  the  I 5th  January.  The  lowest  temperature  recorded  with 
the  terrestial  radiation  (Grass  Minimum)  thermometer  was  18  F.  on  the 
1 1 th  March. 
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The  Cleethorpes  Meteorological  Station  is  officially  recognised  by 
the  Meteorological  Office  as  an  auxiliary  Climatological  Station  and  a 
First  Class  Health  Resort  Station.  All  the  instruments  in  use  are 
annually  inspected  and  verified  by  Air  Ministry  Officials,  and  reports  are 
telegraphed  once  daily  in  winter  and  twice  daily  in  summer  to  the 
Meteorological  Office  for  inclusion  in  the  Daily  Weather  Report  issued 
by  the  Air  Ministry.  The  Station  is  under  the  control  of  the  Council’s 
Surveyor  (Leonard  W.  Pye,  A.M.Inst.C.E.)  and  the  Observer  is 
a member  of  the  Surveyor’s  Staff  (D.  S.  Benton.)
